American since Washington—a pre­ 
server of the nation’s soldiarity In its 
period of greatest stress—President 
Hoover tonight led in a national trib­ 
ute to the gaunt Oivil War president. 


He spoke from the Lincoln study in 
the white house, the room In which 
Lincoln fought his part of the north - 
south conflict . Contrasting it with the 
present

hundred 
fronts,” against less tangible econo­ 
mic forces, the president called for 
war time unity and predicted another 
national triumph. 


Leaders Appear 
While the chief executive was broad­ 
casting his address to the Lincoln Day 
dinner of the National Republican 
club in New York, other administra­ 
tion leaders appeared in person before i 
a score of similar gatherings through­ 
out the country. 


Earlier, words in praise of Lincoln 
had rung through both the senate and 
the house. 
Ceremonies were held, 
also, at the huge 
marble 
plllored 
monument to his memory here. 


Tribute to the ideals of the Repub­ 
lican party was paid by Mr. Hoover as 
part of his eulogy of Lincoln, He said 
its "traditions and tenets are precious ] 
to all those who adhere to it.”

Vatican City, Feb. 12 —Wi— Pope 
Pius seized upon the tenth anniver­ 
sary of his coronation today to fur­ 
ther the cause of peace. 


Speaking before tens of thousands 
in St. Peter’s the pontiff said he 
hoped his words would be “comfort 
and consolation” and that all would 
be with him In prayers that “the su­ 
preme Lord of all things earthly 
should cause peace to return to the 
earth.*’ 


It was the second time within a 
week the pontiff had referred to a 
turbulence in the world. On Monday j 
he sent a message to preachers of; 
the catholic church vrging them to 
convey a Lenten mesage of optimism 
in a crisis of unemployment, struggle 
and suffering. 


Today Pius said the present was a 
time of *'ân anguished search for 
peace, and for means to ensure It." 


The scene was an impressive one 
The pope was carried in solemn pro­ 
cession from his apartments by 16 
red-clad attendants, and as he arrived 
at 8t. Peter’s escorted by Swiss guards, 
noble guards, prelates and cardinals 
in purple, thousands cheered and 
shouted "Viva II Papa.” 


At thé end of the ceremony, Pius 
gave his benediction and was borne 
back through the shouting audience.

Paris, Feb. 12—045)—The thirty-yeai 
battle for woman suffrage in France 
advanced a step today when a ma­ 
jority in the chamber of deputies 
adopted the sweeping electoral re­ 
form bill which enfranchises' women 
and gives them the right to serve in 
the chamber on the same basis as 
men. 


But the measure must still come 
before the senate which in past years 
has always defeated similar efforts. 
This time the suffrage leaders plan to 
put up a strong fight in the upper 
house. 


The woman suffrage section of the 
bill was tacked on as a last-minute 
amendment to the hotly-contested 
measure which would put an end to 
the second ballot in elections to the 
chambef, used now when the leading 
candidate on the first ballot tails to 
get a clear majority. Under the new 
measure a plurality would elect.

Philippine Independence 


There is before Congress what is 
known as the Hawes-Cutting bfll 
which would provide for the gradual 
granting 
of 
independence 
to the 
Philippine Islands. 
A few’ days ago 
' in testifying t>eforè a Senate Commit­ 
tee on the bill, Edward N, Hurley, 
Secretary of War, grew wrathy in his 
denunciation of the whole scheme 
and referred to it ,as “cowardly.” 


Senator Harry B. Hawes of Missouri 
is one of the sponsors of the bUl. La.st 
summer he journeyed to the Philip­ 
pines to find out whether the people 
really wanted independence, and of 
course he discovered what he wanted 
to know. He did not hesitate in tell­ 
ing the island legislature that his 
inspection had convinced him that I 
the people wanted independence andj 
wanted it verj' much which was of 
course what the legislature wanted 
to hear. 


He declared that the American peo­ 
ple want to do what is right by the 
i.slands, which is true. 
The people 
love their own liberties and would not 
want to deprive others of what they 
enjoy. But to consider Philippine in­ 
dependence at this time is exactly 
what Secretary Hurley called it— 
cowardly. 


The islands occupy a strategic posi­ 
tion and the island people do not 
realize the importance of that posi­ 
tion in Asia. Hawes told them they 
had a mission in Asiastlc waters and 
flattered them by eaylng they could 
work it out better alone and inde­ 
pendent. The fact is, the islands are 
too small to have much of a mission, 
but they are large enough to be of 
vital importance to other and greater 
powers. 


Japan has possessions today only 
60 miles north of the Philippines. She 
has steadily worked down the Asiastic 
coast and has her eye on the island 
chain which extends to Borneo. Tlie 
Philippines are a part of that chain. 
To release the Islands now or in the 
near future, to begin that era of un­ 
certainty 
and 
perhaps 
revolution 
which always prefaces the establish­ 
ment of a new government, would 
indeed be cowardly. 


If hjdependence” were granted, the 
United States would be morally bound 
to maintain a protectorate over the 
islands, or relinquish them to tiie. 
dangers of invasion by the aggressive 
Japanese. To maintain a protectorate 
would violate our own Monroe doc­ 
trine, to which other parts of the 
world have as much, right as we. 
Outright ownership of the islands 
does not carry any Inconsistency in 
policy.

New York Yankees Take An 
important Step Toward The 
Establishment Of ‘‘Chain”

New York, Feb. 12.—c « —TOe New 
Vork VtiOrees took another bn|)ortant 
step toward the establiahment of a 
"chain stwe” system today with the 
appointment of George Weiss, for the 
last three years vice president and 
general manager of Baltimore of the 
international league, as assistant sec­ 
retary of the club. 


Weiss, recognifed as one of the 
sharpest traders In baseball, ^ 1 be­ 
gin active charge of thfe Yankees’ 
minor league interests. Xt iii a brand 
new job* created since Crt. Jacob 
B upp«t, the club's owner, decided to 
take ovfer a number 6f mlnoi^ league 
teams. 


At present the Yankees are on rec­ 
ord aa owning only one club, Newark 
of the International League, which 
they purcha.sed several months ago. 
It Is no secret, however, that they are 
interested in at least three others; 
Albany of the eastern league; Scran­ 
ton, of the New York-Penn and Cum­ 
berland of the middle Atlantic.

Waldo Frank of New York, an au­ 
thor and chairman of the Writers’ 
committee that was escorted from 
Bell and Harlan counties by a vigi­ 
lance committee Wednesday n^ht, 
charged he had been beaten about the 
head and driven from the state aiter 
trj^ing to distribute food at Pineville, 
Ky.

Saffering, Poverty 
Striking miners In the area, which 
has been tom by labor strife for more 
than a year, live in a condition “vir­ 
tually that of peonage,” Prank said, 
and with widespread suffering and 
poverty. 


With other members of the writers' 
group, jh® appeared before Senators 
Costlgah (D., Colo.), Cutting (R., N. 
M.). and Logan (D., Ky.), whom they 
asked to hear their story. They pre­ 
sented affida^'its, describing t h e i r 
treatment in detail. 


Prank, head bound in surgical di-ess- 
ing for a wound he asserted the Ken­ 
tuckians gave him, charged they ac­ 
cused him and Allen Taub, who also 
was injured, of fighting with each 
other when they were being escorted 
irwn the state.

“I gave a brief address from this 
room in the white li|0use a year ago 
tonight. I. stated then that it was the 
roonv in which a long line of presi­ 
dents from Adams to Roosevelt have 
labored for the single purpose of their 
country’s welfare. It was in this 
room from which I am speaking that 
Lincoln labored incessantly day and 
night for the preservation of the 
union. No one can enter here with­ 
out being sensitive to those invisible 
influjsnces of the men who have 
gone before. 


“It was from this window that for 
five years Lincoln looked across the 
Potomac upon a flag under which 
embattled forces threatened our na­ 
tional unity. Unafraid, he toiled here 
with patience, »with xmderstandlng, 
with steadfastness, with geniiis and 
courage that those wounds of a dis­ 
traught nation might be healed and 
that that flag which waved over this 
house might be restored as the symbol 
of a united country. We rightly look 
back upon that time as the period of 
the greatest strain and stress which 
has threatened our country. But its 
wounds have long since healed and its 
melrnarles are of the glorious valor 
and courage of our race, both north 
and south. They bring Into bold re­ 
lief memories of a great son of Ameri­ 
ca who freed the country from slavery, 
preserved the solidarity of the union, 
revitalized the nation, relnsplred the 
people with a new purpose, and set 
for them a new destiny, 


"While we are in the midst of the 
difficulties of this day we may well 
entertain the feeling that history will 
record this period as one of the most 
difficult In its strains and stresses 
upon the timbers of the republic that 
has been experienced since Lincoln’s 
time.

Chicago, Feb. 12.—W —Tli« upward 
trend of hog values slowed today. 
Sellers tried to retain control of the 
market at the outset by boldly de­ 
m andili 5-10 cent higher prices, but, 
later trading was mostly steady, with 
spots a dime lower. Packers are op­ 
posing any advance in prices, hoping 
to fiU coolers with low priced pork. 


Cattle were about steady. 
Little 
interest was evinced in the light run 
which, as usual, lacked variety and 
was comprised chiefly of plain quality j 
stuff. 


Sheep and lambs were steady to' 
strong after a comparatively slow 1 
start. Shipper demand was not ag­ 
gressive and packers had enough on 
direct billing, 2,400 lambs, for plant« 
to work on whUe buyers deliberated. 
Interest in feeder lambs has revived, 
country buyers taking them at wmind 
$5.00.

We experienced Wednesday night 
and Thursday important weather 
(^phenomena in which the wind shift 
line was strongly in evidence in 
changing weather. 


The wind shift line is defined as 
the line of contact where cold wind 
strikes a warm wind, the line ad­ 
vancing across the country in a north­ 
easterly direction. On Wednesday we 
had a warm moist day. with heavj' 
dew precipitation on tite night be­ 
fore, especially noticed on hard roaas. 
asphalt paved streets and concrete 
sidewalks. 


The warm air, hea\ily laden ^^ath 
water vapor, wltli moist winds from 
the south, created favorable condi­ 
tions for the wind shift line to ap- 
pe5.r. The barometer fell steadUy 
with marked gradient until it reached 
29.42; a very low reading. In north­ 
ern Illinois the readings were as low 
as 29.00. An area of high pressiure in 
the northwest, gradually Intruded it­ 
self, forcing its way like a wedge un­ 
der the warm air, forcing it upward 
and creating expansion favorable, for 
rapid cooling. The wind shift line 
with winter thunderstorms and later 
high winds followed. The wind veloc­ 
ity in Chicago attained a speed of 
over 60 miles an hour with sustained 
speed of 40 miles an hour for long 
periods of time. When (Hie ccmQiders 
the long line of contact, several hun­ 
dred miles long, and the rapid pass- 
inf of the storm as it moves acxdas 
the country, one can understand why 
contrasting temperatures contribute 
to such 
formidable 
changes 
In 
weather. 


The barometer indicates the pres­ 
sure differences responsible for the 
wind shift line with its marked pres­ 
sure gradients, 
Xtt any" loealitjr the 


gradient, at a certain time, is the 
horizontal rate of change of pressure 
in the direction in which this rate is 
greatest. The greater the difference 
in pressure in a given distance, the 
steeper is the gradient, and- the 
steeper the gradient the more rapid 
will the air flow as wind, just as on 
the steeper the gradient of a stream 
depends the rapidity of its flow of 
water. Wind is simply air in motion 
and is created by the horizontal dif­ 
ferences in air pressure. Air moves 
according to its density; the denser 
the air the less rapidly will it flow 
with a certain pressure gradient. 


The barometer measures air pres­ 
sure; “the low" means denser air; 
“the- high” means hghter •pressure, 
more rarified air. 


The unusual weather conditions 
prevailing during this winter have af­ 
forded the weather minded individuals 
a real treat.
